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Paul fears he’s had his chips 
due to cycle lane disruption

AN Enfield chippy’s takings have been slashed 
because of ongoing roadworks nearby, it was claimed 
this week. 

John Phantis, owner of fish&chips@...London Road, 
says the business is struggling to survive because of 
the Cycle Enfield work being carried out nearby. 

Business was tough before the installation of cycle 
lanes through the borough started, but now - with no 
foreseeable end date - he fears it could be the “nail in 
the coffin” for his business. 

He does not oppose cycle lanes per se, but says that 
digging one down either side of the A105 will, even 
after the inevitable disruption caused by building 
them, increase road congestion and could put local 
shopkeepers - like him - out of business. 

Mr Phantis said: “We’ve really suffered since the 
work started about four weeks ago. 

“They’ve blocked the road, so people can’t stop out¬ 
side. Ed say takings are down up to 50 per cent some 
days and about 35 per cent on others. We just can’t 
keep going like this and they haven’t told us how long 
it’s going on for. 

“They are working at a snail’s pace, they lay about 
six slabs a day. I don’t blame the workmen, but if this 


was a private company they’d be somebody kicking 
them to go faster. But there’s no boss out there and no 
time pressures. But all the time we’re losing money.” 

The £42million Cycle Enfield programme has trig¬ 
gered bitter arguments between Better Streets’cam¬ 
paigners, shop owners and the council. 

Pressure group Save Our Green Lanes has fought 
furiously against the segregation scheme, including 
(unsuccessfully) through the courts. 

Robert Hayward, Tory councillor for Southgate and 
shadow cabinet member for the environment, is push¬ 
ing for compensation for affected businesses. 

Mr Hayward said: “It is obvious that this Labour- 
led council is not going to stop Cycle Enfield and the 
damage it is doing to our shops and businesses. I am 
calling for compensation from the council for all 
shops that have lost income.” 

An Enfield Council spokesperson said: “Cycle 
Enfield is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to rejuve¬ 
nate the borough and dramatically improve our town 
centres for generations to come. 

“To that end there is an inevitable degree of disrup¬ 
tion while the works are being carried out - as there 
is with all major construction projects. 

“Nonetheless, we are committed to completing the 
Cycle Enfield works as rapidly as possible - and to 
the highest standards - and are in regular dialogue

with our contractors in this regard, and thank resi¬ 
dents and businesses for their patience during this 
period. However, any business that believes it has 
been detrimentally impacted during the construction 
period should apply to the Valuation Office Agency 
for possible business rate relief.”

“This unique, non-motorised racing 
event challenges both experienced rac¬ 
ers and amateurs alike to design and 
build outrageous soapbox dream 
machines and compete against the 
clock in a downhill race. 

“Red Bull has held more than 100 
soapbox races around the world since 
the first one in Brussels in the year 


2000 - from Australia to South Africa, 
Helsinki to St Louis, Jamaica to Italy.” 

The course was 450 metres long and 
featured ramps and hairpin bends. 

Team Brooklands Special were the 
winners after blasting down the hill in 
35 seconds. 

Over the years, vehicles have ranged 
from realistic replicas to anything the 
imagination can conjure up. 

Previous designs have included a 
piano, a giant baby carriage, a rodeo 
clown, a massive corn on the cob, a jail 
cell and San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Bridge.

High altitude enjoyment: Ben

A DARING 19-year-old from 
Enfield has tried to scale Britain’s 
highest mountain in five-inch 
stiletto heels as part of his applica¬ 
tion for a scholarship. 

Ben Conway, of Churchbury Lane, 
battled gale-force winds and torren¬ 
tial rain with just walking poles to 
aid him as he climbed two thirds of 
Ben Nevis, in the Scottish Highlands. 

He was just 400 metres away from 
the 1,345-metre summit when his 
stiletto strap broke, making it impos¬ 
sible to navigate the huge boulders 
to complete the climb. 

The audacious expedition was the 
result of his application to the 
School of Creative Arts, in Brixton, 
south London, in which Ben was 
asked to describe his passion. 

Having never climbed up a 
mountain before, even in walking 
boots, Ben chose the challenge to 
combine his love of heels and drag 
queen culture. 

“It was a story about determina¬ 
tion and the power of the human 
spirit,” explained Ben. 

He set off for the mountain with a 
walking guide and a friend, Callum 
Mackenzie Allen, who filmed a two- 
minute video. 


“The most rewarding thing 
was making people smile,” said 
Ben, who used to be a leader at 
the 4th Enfield Cubs, in 
Gordon Road. 

Despite the treacherous condi¬ 
tions, he escaped the hike unscathed 
after five hours of climbing 900 
metres up the mountain. 

“I generally hurt myself more on 
nights out in London wearing heels,” 
joked Ben. 

He trained for the hike by going to 
Nordic walking classes at Trent 
Park, in Oakwood, which involved 
using walking poles to increase 
muscle strength. 

The former head boy of Enfield 
Grammar School, in Market Place, 
set up a GoLundMe page with the 
aim of raising £400 to be split 
between two charities. 

Half of the cash will be donated 
to Sal’s Shoes, which donates 
second-hand shoes to children in 
developing countries. 

The other half will go to 
Stonewall, which campaigns for 
equal rights among lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender people. 

Ben added: “This challenge was 
really about making people smile, 
making an idea come alive and 
showing people that if you have an 
idea there’s nothing to lose.”

Jail sentence for 
car parts conman

A FRAUDSTER from Palmers Green has been 
jailed after selling fake car parts and vehicles 
with fake service histories for thousands of 
pounds on online auction sites. 

Antonis Antzouli, of Farndale Avenue, admit¬ 
ted fraud and counterfeit charges at Wood Green 
Crown Court. 

The 34-year-old was sent to prison for six 
months for the counterfeit goods charges and 12 
months for the fraud charges, the sentences to 
run consecutively. 

The court heard that Antzouli started trading in 
counterfeit goods in 2008. 

Seven years later, in June 2015, he was caught 
in possession of unauthorised trademarked goods 
which he sold on online auction sites under vehi¬ 
cle manufacturers including Peugeot, BMW, 
Renault and Volvo. 

He was found to have forged the service histo¬ 
ries of at least 18 vehicles, making about £79,500 
from his illegal activities. 


The court also ordered the destruction of the 
counterfeit items and those Antzouli used to cre¬ 
ate false service histories. 

Antzouli is now subject to confiscation pro¬ 
ceedings under the Proceeds of Crime Act to 
recover money made from his illegal activities. 

“Customers have the right to expect to receive 
the goods they have paid for and not receive a 
poor quality counterfeit knock-off instead,” said 
Daniel Anderson, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for environment 

“We will not tolerate illegal activity in Enfield 
and we will take effective action to deal with 
traders who flout the law. 

“Deceit as not an acceptable basis for a busi¬ 
ness model and I am pleased that the court has 
reinforced that message by jailing Antzouli for 
his misdemeanours. 

“Building strong communities relies on us 
properly regulating businesses so they stick to 
the rules for the benefit of both consumers 
and other law-abiding companies who are other¬ 
wise disadvantaged when others behave in a 
criminal manner.”

Air pollution’s 
not something 
we can ignore 

WITH air pollution in the news so 
much it can be easy to lose sight of 
what is really at risk if the dirty air 
many of us breathe, particularly on our 
daily commutes, isn’t tackled. 

It isn’t an issue any of us can afford to 
ignore. Air pollution is an invisible but 
deadly problem which contributes to an 
estimated 40,000 premature deaths in 
the UK per year. Behind that large 
number is an even more worrying truth. 

Pioneering research funded by the 
British Herat Foundation has shown 
that even short-term inhalation of high 
concentrations of air pollution - partic¬ 
ularly dangerous ultrafine particles 
found in diesel vehicle emissions - 
increases the risk of a potentially life- 
threatening heart attack within just 24 
hours of exposure. For the 700,000 peo¬ 
ple in London with heart and circula¬ 
tory disease, we must take action now. 

Since 2010, the BHF has invested 
£3.2million in medical research into 
the link between air pollution and heart 
and circulatory disease. We’re commit¬ 
ted to working with political leaders at 
all levels to clean up the capital’s dirty 
air. All Londoners deserve that.

THE dangers cheap, illegal cigarettes 
and tobacco pose in supporting interna¬ 
tional criminal gangs and damaging 
people’s health will be highlighted at a 
roadshow coming to Enfield next week, 

Dodgy cigarettes sold under the 
counter and on the black market might 
be cheaper, but they contain all kinds of 
harmful substances. 

And buyers are lining the pockets of 
criminals with links to drug dealing, peo¬ 
ple smuggling and money laundering. 

Visitors to the information roadshow 
at Enfield Civic Centre, in Silver Street, 
starting at 10am on Monday, can learn to 
spot and identify counterfeit tobacco 
and where to report their concerns if 
they suspect and witness it being sold. 

It is part of a London-wide campaign 
involving the capital’s local authorities 
and trading standards and health profes¬ 
sionals aimed at stamping out the 
illegal trade. 

Visitors will also have the chance to 
meet the sniffer dogs who play a vital 
role in enforcement operations, helping 
find concealed or smuggled hauls of 
illegal tobacco. 

“Illegal tobacco has strong links with 
organised crime and criminal gangs who 
are involved in people smuggling, drug 
dealing and money laundering,” said the 
council’s cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment Daniel Anderson. 


“In addition, those selling illegal 
tobacco often target children and young 
smokers. We are therefore happy to 
support this campaign to weed out 
anyone involved in buying or selling 
these products. 

“As part of our drive to build strong 
communities and to foster safe, well- 
regulated neighbourhoods, we are crack¬ 


ing down on this issue,” he added.

Sean has lots of 
laughter in store

STAR of TV’s Storage Hunters Sean Kelly is 
bringing a locker full of laughs to Millfield The¬ 
atre on Friday. 

Fans of the hit show might be surprised to 
learn that the genial American is not a profes¬ 
sional auctioneer, but is in fact a stand-up 
comedian and has been for the past 19 years. 

His hilarious act at the theatre, in Silver 
Street, Edmonton, is part of his Sold Your Way! 
UK tour. 

He devised the popular TV reality show, in 
which the contents of storage units on which 
rent is owed are auctioned off. 

More than 80 episodes were recorded in the 
States before it was brought over to the UK, 
where UK Living commissioned 56 more for its 
Dave channel, but despite the show’s popu¬ 
larity it’s hardly mentioned in his act. 

That’s because the 47-year-old admits he 
has more than enough material from the crazy 
life he has led. 

When he was 10, his father, a life insurance 
salesman, moved to Germany to sell policies 
to US troops stationed in military camps there. 

“I couldn’t speak a word of German and 
was enrolled in a German-speaking school,” 
recalls Sean. 

“Neither of my parents learned the language, 
so whenever there was a parents’ meeting with 
teachers at the school to discuss my progress, 
I’d interpret for the teachers, leaving out or 
glossing over the negative bits.” 

His parents divorced when he was 13 and 
three years later he had moved into his own 
flat, working at night driving a forklift truck to 
pay the rent and continuing his studies in 
the daytime. 

At 18, he and a girlfriend moved to Italy, 
where they both got jobs in a US army base - 
she as a bartender and he as an undercover 
store detective at a Walmart. 

“They sent me to a school for a month to 
learn how to shoplift, so you knew all the tricks 
shoplifters use,” he explained. 

It was at the army base he was recruited into 
the US military and served a tour as a soldier 
in Iraq during Desert Storm.

After leaving the army, he worked with i 
father in the States - selling life insurance 
before becoming sales manager of the 
San Diego Reader newspaper, the 
third largest circulation paper in the 
States. 

He always wanted to perform 
stand-up and during that time had 
opened his own comedy club 
where he headlined, performing 
three nights a week. 

He has gone on to perform at 
the MGM Hotel in Las Vegas. 

Sean’s clever patter was 
spotted at a charity auction 
and he was offered some 
work professionally as an 
auctioneer. It’s where he 
came up with the idea for 
Storage Hunters. 

“Many of those who make 
a living from bidding on 
storage units and the like 
can’t get a job because 
they have a prison record, 
or can’t fit in with your 
nine-to-five office job and 
are on the fringe of soci¬ 
ety,” he explained. 

“One day I was 
conducting an 
auction when a 
fight broke out. I 
realised then 
that the high 
pressure environ¬ 
ment and the 
ramped-up emotions 
would make really watch- 
able TV and after pitching it 
to TV execs, Storage Hunters 
was born,” he added.

I ONKEY business becomes 
deadly serious in the third 
chapter of the rebooted sci-fi 
j franchise. 

Matt Reeves, who directed the 
thrilling 2014 instalment Dawn Of The 
Planet Of The Apes, retains his position 
at the helm of this cataclysmic show- 
! down between the last remnants of 
mankind and genetically enhanced pri¬ 
mates, who have collectively weathered 
the storm of Simian Flu. 

| So much of the picture relies on the 
latest motion-capture visual effects to 
translate performances of a gifted 
human cast into richly textured animal 
protectors and warriors. 

The results are jaw-dropping. 

Time and again, Reeves shoots 
pivotal scenes in close-up so we can 
see tears well in the creatures’ eyes, 
or anguish ripple across their brows, 
as they face the stark possibility of 
extermination. 

It’s a glittering showcase for Andy 
Serkis’ tour de force portrayal of the 
leader of the ape uprising, begging 
tantalising questions about where 
performance ends and state-of-the-art 
trickery begins. 

Everyone has blood on their hands 
and Reeves’ contemplative script, co¬ 
written by Mark Bomback, corrupts 
characters on both sides of the conflict 
in the name of survival.

I S this the most important new car 
of 2017? If you’ve been paying 
attention to just how many Fiestas 
Ford manages to shift per year, it’s 
hard to argue otherwise. 

The Blue Oval’s second smallest 
model has been the best-selling car in 
Britain since 2009 and has consis¬ 
tently appeared in the top 10 since it 
was launched in 1976. 

The Fiesta’s position is under 
threat, however, with the market for 
more premium-badged competitors 
such as the Audi A1 and DS 3 grow¬ 
ing ever stronger. 

Ford’s answer is to fight back with 
arguably the plushest Fiesta yet, com¬ 
plete with oodles of new technology 
and a top-spec Vignale model that 
tips the scales at an eye-watering 
£19,345 in its cheapest guise. 

The Fiesta’s party piece has tradi¬ 
tionally been the way it handles, with 
a playful character and the kind of 


poise and precision you wouldn’t 
expect in a supermini. 

Go for the ST-Line trim - with its 
lowered suspension and specially 
tuned power steering - and you’ll find 
the Fiesta’s character remains very 
much intact, with a set-up that gener¬ 
ally favours fun over outright comfort. 

Other trims - from Style to Vig¬ 
nale - get considerably softer set¬ 
tings, gliding over potholes and 
imperfections without fuss. 

Interior quality, too, has taken a 
drastic step up. There are soft-touch 
plastics aplenty and switches have a 
reassuring feel to them, while Vig- 
nale-spec cars get plusher seats and a 
leather-trimmed dashboard. 

Unsurprisingly for a Ford, the dri¬ 
ving position is pretty much spot-on 
and - in most trims at least - there’s 
plenty of seat adjustability to help 
you get comfortable. 

Parking is even easier thanks to an 
optional assist system, which can 
handle negotiating the car in and out 



of parallel spaces and typical super¬ 
market perpendicular bays. The driver 
is still required to work the gearbox, 
accelerator and brake, but the new 
system does at least emergency-brake 
if it senses a potential impact. 

There’s no hiding that Ford is push¬ 
ing the Fiesta into more premium 
realms - particularly in top-of-the- 
range Vignale spec - but, thankfully, 
most trim levels don’t see much of a 
price jump over the previous model. 

A three-door Zetec with the 98bhp 
1.0-litre EcoBoost, for example, costs 
£120 less than the equivalent old 
Fiesta despite a few bits of extra kit. 

Ford has added more tempting 
options than ever before, though, and 
many are limited to higher trim levels 
than you might like. Keyless entry, 
for example, is only available on Tita¬ 
nium trim or above and standard only 
on Titanium X and Vignale. 

Ford’s SYNC 3 infotainment sys¬ 
tem is - thankfully - standard on all 
but the entry-level Style trim, but 



you’ll need to pay extra for the larger 
eight-inch touchscreen rather than 
the standard 6.5-inch set-up. DAB is 
standard on all but the Style model, 
too, while navigation is standard on 
Titanium trim and above, or a £300 
option on Zetec and ST-Line. 

The Fiesta is probably one of the 
broadest-appealing cars on sale 
today. Anyone from new drivers to 
grandmothers is likely to be inter¬ 
ested in the diddy Ford, while ever- 
increasing interior space means that 
even young families could be consid¬ 
ered as Fiesta customers. 

To an extent, the Fiesta’s customer 
base is pretty well defined as it 
stands today. 

Ford is hoping that the extra pre¬ 
mium touches of the new car will 
steal some buyers back from the likes 
of the Audi Al, DS 3 and Mini and 
although it’s lacking a premium 
badge the Fiesta can give them a run 
for their money in terms of refine¬ 
ment, handling and technology.

Last-wicket pair clinch 
it for North Middlesex 


A CENTURY by James Parslow steered North 
Middlesex towards a thrilling victory at Finchley 
in the Kingspan Middlesex County Cricket 
League Premier Division on Saturday 

Set to score 235 in 56 overs, the visitors slipped 
to 68-4 before Parslow was joined by Charlie 
MacLeod and the fifth-wicket pair put on 155 
before the latter was out for 54. 

Parslow departed on the same total for exactly 
100, made off 115 balls and including one six and 
11 fours, to make it 223-6 and three more wick¬ 
ets fell for the addition of nine runs, leaving 
North Middlesex on 232-9. 

But Middlesex man Ravi Patel, accompanied 
by last man Ed Bird, hit the winning runs with 
four balls to spare. 

Javon Abraham (3-39) and Dean Gahagan (2- 
18) were Finchley’s most successful bowlers. 

Earlier, slow left-armer Patel (4-44) and skip¬ 
per Tom Nicoll (3-102) had helped dismiss the 
home side for 234 in 64 overs. 

After opener Phil Hughes had made 41, they 
reduced Finchley to 132-7 - but number four 
Sumeet Sharma stood firm, finishing unbeaten 
on 96 and adding 102 for the last three wickets, 
supported by Jamie Powe (24) and Abraham (23). 

Meanwhile, Highgate romped to a comprehen¬ 
sive 209-run win in their top-of-the-table clash at 
home to Enfield and now lead Division Two by 
18 points.

Elsewhere in Division Two, Hornsey had the 
better of a draw at home to Indian Gymkhana 
while North London lost a low-scoring home 
game against Twickenham. 

Tahmid Islam shone with bat and ball as 
Hornsey finished agonisingly short of victory. 

He took 3-69 as Gymkhana chose to bat first 
after winning the toss at Hornsey and reached 
276-8 before their innings closed after 55 overs, 
with Rakesh Khade making 69 and Salman 
Mohammed 53. 

He then hit 116 off 115 balls, including one six 
and 15 fours, but the home side had to settle for 
four points as they replied with 272-8 in 45 overs. 

North London remain in one of the relegation 
places after being bowled out for 110 - 
Parminder Singh taking 4-15, Thomas Grundy 3- 
27 and Clint McCabe 3-30. Dave Schout (23 not 
out) was top scorer. 

The visitors lost their first two wickets without 
a run on the board, but their innings was revived 
by Carlos Nunes (44) and McCabe (21) before 
Tom Field (23 not out) and Gurjit Sandhu (12 not 
out) clinched victory with three wickets to spare.
